BRUSSELS, Belgium 
AP — 
President Charles de Gaulle's 
boycott of meetings of the Euro­ 
pean Common Market is slow­ 
ing down developments of deep 
concern to the United States and 
the rest of the world, including 
the Kennedy Round of tariff 
talks. 
De Gaulle is unfriendly to 
most of these developments.

It may be months before the 
French president can be per­ 
suaded to send his delegates 
back to major Common Market 
meetings. 


Experts working on the Ken­ 
nedy Round at Geneva 
have 
gone on an extended vacation. 
They would have taken some 
time off anyhow. But there is 
no chance now that the Common 
Market delegates can present 
their proposals on trade in im­ 
portant farm products that had 
been expected in mid«Septem- 
ber. 
The delegates can go on talk­ 
ing about tariffs on industrial 
products and about an interna­ 
tional grain agreement. But the 
French representative is 
no 
longer sitting on the committee 
that supervises them. 
The French government has 
been one of the countries that 
was least enthusiastic for the 
Kennedy Round aim - to cut 
tariffs on industrial goods as 
much as 50 per cent. 
The French are 
much in­ 
terested in coming to a world 
agreement on the grain trade. 


Housing Bill 
Near Passage 


WASHINGTON AP - A $7.5- 
billion housing bill containing a 
rent subsidy provision for low- 
income families was ready for 
final congressional approval to­ 
day. 
Passed Monday by the Sen­ 
ate, the compromise measure 
backed by the Johnson adminis­ 
tration was scheduled for a 
midafternoon House vote ex­ 
pected to send It to the Presi­ 
dent. 
The bill would authorize crea­ 
tion of new programs and con­ 
tinuance of 
major 
existing 
housing progams for the next 
four years. 
Its most controversial provi­ 
sion is the rent subsidy plan 
which would cost $350 million 
over the next four years. 
Sponsors claim the plan would 
make 375,000 apartment units 
available for 
needy families 
during the next four years. The 
subsidies would be limited to 
families eligible for 
public 
housing under existing stand­ 
ards. 
To qualify for a subsidy, a 
family would have to pay 25 
per cent of its income for hous­ 
ing. The government would put 
up the difference between this 
amount and the normal rent 
required to finance an apart­ 
ment project. 
The federal payment would go 
to nonprofit-type landlords such 
as churches, unions, coopera­ 
tives or limited dividend corpo­ 
rations. None of the subsidies 
would go to private landlords. 
Tenants would lose their eligi­ 
bility for subsidies if their in­ 
come increased substantially. 
In addition to persons quali­ 
fying under present standards, 
elderly or handicapped persons, 
persons displaced from their 
homes by government action, 
and persons whose homes have 
been destroyed by a natural dis­ 
aster would be eligible for sub­ 
sidy payments.

Without question education is a national as 
well as a local and state problem. 
One reason that this is true is because local 
taxation has been deeply undermined by federal 
inroads on the pocketbooks of the residents of 
every 
community in the country and every 
state. 
Big government is steadily pre-empting purely 
local functions and the trend has been accelerated 
by the administration of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the most effective chief executive with 
Congress in the nation’s history. 
Without 
question the White House Conference 
of Education has produced a valuable exchange 
of information about schools and developed many 
ways in which they can be improved.

One whiff of 
that Potomac air and exposure to the heady 
high humidity of Foggy Bottoms and people 
suddenly lose their independence while they 
dream of more federal aid. 
We would have been happier to read about 
local people meeting in their school buildings 
or perhaps in their city halls to discuss their 
local needs. 
Without question they would have had in their 
minds what might be accomplished with avail­ 
able local funds. Admittedly this is a limiting 
factor. 
But in Washington, D. C„ the sky is the limit. 
Not even the available financial resources of 
a state comes to mind in a headstrong urge to 
spend.

SOVIET GOAL 
END FREEDOM, REPLACE 
WITH RED TYRANNY 
The ultimate goal of the international com­ 
munist conspiracy does not change: The con­ 
spirators are dedicated to ending freedom and 
replacing it with tyranny. 
This is a strong reason why anti-communism 
must not be regarded as a monopoly either of 
liberals or conservatives. To reason so is to be 
divisive. Communism is non-liberal to the 
greatest extent imaginable because it seeks to 
destroy liberty. It is as equally non-conserva­ 
tive because it seeks to destroy all those 
values worthy of being conserved. 
What constructive Americans must remember 
is that the persistent drive against anti-com­ 
munism is sponsored all over the world by 
Soviet Russia and its agents. 
Evidence of the Kremlin’s concern was placed 
before the world by representatives of S i com­ 
munist parties in I960. These conspirators 
huddled together for a month, then issued a mani­ 
festo which described the anti-communist move­ 
ment as the main ideological weapon of the non­ 
communist world. This manifesto called on com­ 
munists everywhere to join in exposing and fight­ 
ing anti-communism. 
A few days later, on January 6, 1961, Soviet 
Boss Khrushchev summoned top experts in 
psychological warfare, and ordered the an­ 
nihilation of the anti-communist movement. He 
emphasized the “ necessity of establishing con­ 
tracts with those circles of the bourgeoisie 
which gravitate toward pacificism .’* His most 
revealing words were: “ We must use prudent 
representatives of the bourgeoisie.” 
It cannot be denied that the communist con­ 
spirators have made considerable progress in 
pinning the “ extrem ist” label on anti-commu­ 
nists. This underscores the importance of 
Vigilance which is so necessary to the safe­ 
guarding of our threatened liberties. 
; The communist conspiracy has its adherents 
In our own country, and they expect to win. 
William Z. Foster, a native American who 
died in Moscow not long ago, was an expert 
on the aims of communism in the United States. 
He was for many years the head of the Ameri­ 
can division of the Communist Party, and at 
the time of his death he held the title of Chair­ 
man Emeritus of the Communist Party, U. S. A. 
Shortly before he died, he said: 
“ The Communist Party, U. S. A., today is 
potentially, if not actually, stronger than ever 
in its history, because great socialist coun­ 
tries of the world are marching forward to 
greater and greater victories and the United 
States is bound to reflect the world-wide ad­ 
vance of socialism .” 
More recently, Benjamin J# Davis, National 
Chairman of tbs Communist Party, U. S. A., 


said, “ The Communist Party in America is 
potentially the largest of all political parties.” 
At the Soviet Communist Party Congress two 
years ago, Nikita Khrushchev gave his own 
estimate 
of 
communist efforts in the United 
States. In order that no one could possibly m is­ 
understand how he regarded the Community 
Party, U. S. A., he spelled it out in plain 
term s: 
“ One can say, using the words of the folk 
proverb, Tt’s a small unit of weight, but 
it’s valuable.’ ” 
It would be a terrible error to regard such 
statements by communist leaders as mere 
braggadocio — the 
communists brag when it 
serves their purposes, but they are realistic 
when speaking among themselves. 
These leaders of the conspiracy against free­ 
dom know they will never elect admitted com­ 
munists to public office in the U.S. They con­ 
centrate on agitating and propagandizing, on 
infiltrating legitimate non-communist organiza­ 
tions, and on creating and supporting commu­ 
nist fronts. 
These activities enable U. S. communists to 
make the most of their numerical strength. Thus 
we can get no idea at all of the extent of the dang­ 
er by trying to play the numbers game. In this 
connection, numbers have little meaning. 
Another important fact is that the dedication of 
homegrown communists to the Marxist-Leninist 
ideology makes all of them potential recruits for 
Soviet e^ionage. In other words, every U. S. 
communist is potentially a spy for Soviet Rus­ 
sia, its satellites, or Red China. 
It is well established that a prim ary concern 
of American communists is the infiltration of 
noncommunist ranks. With infinite subtlety and 
patience they hope to influence American opinion 
to fit a collectivist mold. The process of opinion- 
subversion is developed with such diabolical skill 
that even today a surprising number of victims 
are drawn into the active promotion of causes 
which advance communist aims and ideas. Such 
persons often remain totally ignorant of the 
fact that they are subject to communist ma­ 
nipulation. 
If you begin to feel safe from communism, note 
the drive from Red China against liberty in 
small nations everywhere. Here are communist 
fanatics, who with the help of 700 million slaves, 
intend to conquer you in your lifetime. 
What can you do about it? 
The answer is that if you have the will and the 
knowledge you can do a great deal to help save 
freedom. Why not sit down and draw up your own 
list of “things to do?” 
One thing you must not do is fall for argu­ 
ments designed to soothe your fears and to delude 
you into thinking there is no real danger. One 
of these arguments is that there can never 
be a communist world conquest because the 
Soviet Union is educating its people, and that 
educated people will not stand for such slav­ 
ery. This deceitful theory would nullify the 
action needed in the world against the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
If we are to save freedom it will be because 
courageous, dedicated men and women use their 
knowledge and their strength against the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
We must constantly speak out for freedom. Only 
through a sincere and heartfelt effort can we 
save freedom. 
Constructives everywhere in 
America must boldly use their freedom to save 
their freedom.

WASHINGTON — Most Im­ 
portant question in the back­ 
ground of the White House hud­ 
dles over Viet Nam is whether 
we will —■ or should — get in­ 
to war with Red China. One 
group definitely fevors war. 
Some time ago, certain top 
Air Force commanders pre­ 
sented the White House with the 
view that there must bean event­ 
ual showdown with Red China, 
and it should be strategical­ 
ly easier for such a showdown 
to come now rather than later. 
They proposed wiping out 
Chinese 
nuclear bases and 
laboratories this year, before 
China can become a major nu­ 
clear power. 
There was some reason to 
believe that when Khrushchev 
was in power he would not have 
objected. Today the situation 
has changed. The Kremlin has 
warned us that an attack on 
China would buy instant Rus­ 
sian retaliation. 
Despite this, many Penta­ 
gon strategists still argue that 
the time for a showdown with 
Red China is now. 
The President so far is tak­ 
ing the opposite view. He has 
made it clear that he is against 
the use of nuclear weapons, that 
he is flatly opposed to escalat­ 
ing the war. 
In one session, he pointed out 
that if we followed the recom­ 
mendation of Rep. Jerry Ford, 
R-Mich., and bombed Hanoi, 
the Chinese would retaliate 
either by sending in massed 
troops or bombing Saigon. We 
would then be called upon to re­ 
taliate against Peking and world 
war would follow. 
The President devoutly de­ 
sired to avoid world war. He is 
proceeding with extreme cau­ 
tion. He does want to stop the 
march of Communism in South­ 
east Asia, but believes this can 
be done with a limited war. 
—ALLIES WORRY— 
There is always the risk, how­ 
ever, that this limited war will 
slide into a major conflict, and 
this is why our allies have 
been so worried. 
Japanese leaders have been 
among the most persistent In 
urging the United States to 
change its policy in 8outh Viet 
Nam. 
In various conversations in 
Tokyo and Washington, Japan­ 
ese Cabinet 
members have 
frankly advised: 
Remember the experience we 


had on the mainland of China. 
The more we fought, the more 
we lost. You can’t win one of 
these wars. After we got out 
we were much better off, and 
you will be likewise. 
The Japanese advice has been 
similar to that expressed dur­ 
ing the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion by Gen. Matt Ridgway, then 
Chief of Staff of the Army, who 
flatly opposed sending Ameri­ 
can toops into what was then 
French Indochina. Eisenhower 
was also skeptical. It was Ad­ 
miral Arthur Radford, Chief 
of Naval Operations, who per­ 
sistently urged American in­ 
volvement. He was vigorously 
supported by Vice President 
Nixon. 
Eisenhower once told me: 
"Pm not going to let Ameri­ 
can boys get bogged down in the 
swampland of the Asian conti­ 
nent.** For the most part he 
followed that dictum, though 
two thousand American ad­ 
visers were sent to Saigon dur­ 
ing his administration. 
fa the Johnson Administra­ 
tion theNavyhasbeen lukewa rm 
about getting involved, the Air 
Force more aggressive, ft was 
eager-beaver Air Force gener­ 
als who helped sell Johnson 
and McNamara on the idea of 
winning the war quickly by 
bombing North Viet Nam. 
Note— Many Democrats on 
Capitol Hill do not agree with 
our massive commitment in 
Southeast Asia, but they are 
loyal to the President. Hint 
of this came out in the recent 
statement by Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., urging that the 
Russians or the British 
or 
any 
member of the Geneva 
Treaty Conference (which split 
up North and South Viet Nam 
in the first place) take the 
initiative in asking for peace 
talks.

FROM SAIGON— 
Here is some of the dis­ 
tressing 
news from Saigon 
which has caused the series of 
White House huddles over fu­ 
ture policy: 
1. The South Vietnamese army 
is suffering from such whole­ 
sale desertions that it's risky to 
arm it.

NEW YORK — UJS. busi­ 
nessmen who deal in goods and 
dollars with other nations are 
sharply revising their predic* 
tions on how this country will 
fare this year. 
One group has lowered its 
ealier estimates of the total of 
UJS. exports while increasing 
its prediction for imports. 
At the same time it has dras­ 
tically cut its earlier predic­ 
tions of the UJS. balance of pay­ 
ments deficit, because of the 
greater than expected drop 
in the outflow of American pri­ 
vate capital. 
Other observers of interna­ 
tional trade trends think Ameri­ 
ca's export markets may shrink 
still further next year. 
8ome,blame a slowdown in 
demand in West Europe, as its 
big boom levels off and mone­ 
tary restrictions tighten in its 
fight against inflation. Others 
see a cramping of available 
funds in other parts of the world 
where prices erf the raw materi­ 
als for sale are dropping. And 
still others think that UJS. ex­ 
port prices will rise because of 
increasing production costs, so 
that Americans may be priced 
out of some markets. 
All bets are hedged, however, 
against what could happen to 
international trade and domes­ 
tic economics if the Viet Nam 
war grows into a bigger con­ 
flict. 
Some 40 financial specialists 
of UJS. corporations and banks 
engaged in international trans­ 
actions reported today a sharp 
revision of the estimates they 
prepared in January for the Na­ 
tional Foreign Trade Council.

The United States has been 
involved in Viet Nam, in one 
way or another, for at least 15 
years, on a slowly ascending 
scale. 
First, the United States gave 
the French arms and economic 
aid to help crush the North Vi­ 
etnamese Communists. 
This 
failed and the French got out. 
Then there was economic and 
arm s aid to the new South Viet­ 
namese government. 
And, in its first faltering steps 
toward direct involvement, this 
country sent military "advis­ 
ers" to help the South Vietnam­ 
ese. U- S. "advisers" 
were 
killed and wounded in battle. 
Presidents Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, John F. Kennedy and 
Johnson all pledged American 
help to keep South Viet Nam 
free of Red control.

were heard of less and less as

became open participants with­ 
out any such tag. 
Since last February American 
planes have bombed North Viet 
Nam targets.

racial discrimination by unions, 
forbid punishment of a union 
member for opposing

policy and permit a person to 
refuse to join a union on re­ 
ligious grounds.

“ This is a one-man gag rule,"

billion housing bill containing a 
rent subsidy provision for low- 
income families was ready for 
final congressional approval to­ 
day. 
Passed Monday by the Sen­ 
ate, the compromise measure 
backed by the Johnson adminis­ 
tration was scheduled for a 
midafternoon House vote 
ex­ 
pected to send it to the Presi­ 
dent. 
The bill would authorize crea­ 
tion of new programs and con­ 
tinuance of 
major 
existing 
housing progams for the next 
four years. 
Its most controversial provi­ 
sion is the rent subsidy plan 
which would cost $350 million 
over the next four years. 
Sponsors claim the plan would 
make 37 5,000 apartment units 
available for 
needy families 
during the next four years. The 
subsidies would be limited to 
families eligible for 
public 
housing under existing stand­ 
ards. 
To qualify for a subsidy, a 
family would have to pay 25 
per cent of its income for hous­ 
ing. The government would put 
up the difference between this 
amount and the normal rent 
required to finance an apart­ 
ment project. 
The federal payment would go 
to nonprofit-type landlords such 
as churches, unions, coopera­ 
tives or limited dividend corpo­ 
rations. None of the subsidies 
would go to private landlords. 
Tenants would lose their eligi­ 
bility for subsidies if their in­ 
come increased substantially. 
In addition to persons quali­ 
fying under present standards, 
elderly or handicapped persons, 
persons displaced from their 
homes by government action, 
and persons whose homes have 
been destroyed by a natural dis­ 
aster would be eligible for sub­ 
sidy payments.

The bill, once the target of

of “ socialized 
medi­ 
cine," represents the broad­ 
est expansion of 
the Social 
Security System since its in­ 


ception during President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt's New Deal. 
Along with the broadened and 
new benefits will come an in­ 
crease in Social Security taxes 
~ for workers, bosses and the 
self-employed. The 
increase 
will continue 
to mount. As of 
next Jan. 1, the first $6,600 
will be taxable instead of the 
current $4,800. 
This year the most a worker 
has to pay for Social Security 
is $174. His boss has to pay 
the same amount for him. Un­ 
der current law this maximum 
was to rise to $198 for 1966 
and 1967 and to $223.20 in 
1968. 
If and when the bill becomes 
law, the worker earning at least 
$6,600 will pay $277.20 next 
year, and his employer the 
same. In 1967 and 1968 they 
each will pay $290.40 and by 
1975 they will be paying $356.- 
. 40 each. 


This is to help support a pro­ 
gram whose cost has been esti­ 
mated at just under $6.5 bil­ 
lion a year. 
The benefits provided older 
Americans under this bill are 
many.

Passed Monday by the Sen­ 
ate, the com prom ise m easure 
backed by the Johnson adm inis­ 
tration was scheduled for a 
midafternoon House vote 
ex­ 
pected to send it to the P re si­ 
dent. 
The bill would authorize crea­ 
tion of new program s and con­ 
tinuance of 
m ajor 
existing 
housing progam s for the next 
four years. 
Us most controversial provi­ 
sion is the rent subsidy plan 
which would cost $350 million 
over the next four years. 
Sponsors claim the plan would 
make 37 5,000 apartm ent units 
available for 
needy fam ilies 
during the next four years. The 
subsidies would be lim ited to 
fam ilies eligible for 
public 
housing under existing stand­ 
ard s. 
To qualify for a subsidy, a 
family would have to pay 25 
per cent of its income for hous­ 
ing. The government would put 
up the difference between this 
amount and the normal rent 
required to finance an apart­ 
ment project. 
The federal payment would go 
to nonprofit-type landlords such 
as churches, unions, coopera, 
tives or lim ited dividend corpo­ 
rations.

Without question education is a national as 
well as a local and state problem. 
One reason that this is true is because local 
taxation has been deeply undermined by federal 
inroads on the pocketbooks of the residents of 
every 
community in the country and every 
state. 
Big government is steadily pre-empting purely 
local functions and the trend has been accelerated 
by the administration of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the most effective chief executive with 
Congress in the nation’s history. 
Without 
question the White House Conference 
of Education has produced a valuable exchange 
of information about schools and developed many 
ways in which they can be improved. Educa­ 
tion’s task was never bigger. 
But there is something awesome about this 
year’s session. 
Delegates from all the states thought of all 
that was needed and all that might be done. The 
list is imposing if it isn’t staggering. 
The next conclusion was a perfectly natural 
one. Since the meeting was in the nation’s 
capital the delegates concluded that the federal 
government must continue to expand 
its ef­ 
forts to help. 
This is a frightening prospect. One whiff of 
that Potomac air and exposure to the heady 
high humidity of Foggy Bottoms and people 
suddenly lose their independence while they 
dream of more federal aid. 
We would have been happier to read about 
local people meeting in their school buildings 
or perhaps in their city halls to discuss their 
local needs. 
Without question they would have had in their 
minds what might be accomplished with avail­ 
able local funds. Admittedly this is a limiting 
factor. 
But in Washington, D. C., the sky is the limit. 
Not even the available financial resources of 
a state comes to mind in a headstrong urge to 
spend. 
What improvements can be dreamed for schools 
with the thought that Maine, Michigan, Califor­ 
nia, Alaska and Hawaii will help pay for them! 
All the while people grow more dependent 
on the federal government. More and more the 
decisions on schools and everything else will 
be made in Washington, D. C., by a bureaucrat 
who is completely unfamiliar with local needs, 
tastes, traditions and requirements. 
There is no magic in federal money either. 
All funds come from the pocketbooks of the 
nations taxpayers. There is no other source.

SOVIET GOAL 
END FREEDOM, REPLACE 
WITH RED TYRANNY 
The ultimate goal of the international com­ 
munist conspiracy does not change: The con­ 
spirators are dedicated to ending freedom and 
replacing it with tyranny. 
This is a strong reason why anti-communism 
must not be regarded as a monopoly either of 
liberals or conservatives. To reason so is to be 
divisive. Communism is non-liberal to the 
greatest extent imaginable because it seeks to 
destroy liberty. It is as equally non-conserva­ 
tive because it seeks to destroy all those 
values worthy of being conserved. 
What constructive Americans must remember 
is that the persistent drive against anti-com­ 
munism is sponsored all over the world by 
Soviet Russia and its agents. 
Evidence of the Kremlin’s concern was placed 
before the world by representatives of §1 com­ 
munist parties in 1960. These conspirators 
huddled together for a month, then issued a mani­ 
festo which described the anti-communist move­ 
ment as the main ideological weapon of the non­ 
communist world. This manifesto called on com­ 
munists everywhere to join in exposing and fight­ 
ing anti-communism. 
A few days later, on January 6, 1961, Soviet 
Boss Khrushchev summoned top experts in 
psychological warfare, and ordered the an­ 
nihilation of the anti-communist movement. He 
emphasized the “necessity of establishing con­ 
tracts with those circles of the bourgeoisie 
which gravitate toward pacificism.” His most 
revealing words were: “We must use prudent 
representatives of the bourgeoisie.” 
It cannot be denied that the communist con­ 
spirators have made considerable progress in 
pinning the “extremist” label on anti-commu­ 
nists. This underscores the importance of 
vigilance which is so necessary to the safe­ 
guarding of our threatened liberties. 
, The communist conspiracy has its adherents 
In our own country, and they expect to win. 
William Z. Foster, a native American who 
died in Moscow not long ago, was an expert 
on the aims of communism in the United States. 
He was for many years the head of the Ameri­ 
can division of the Communist Party, and at 
the time of his death he held the title of Chair­ 
man Emeritus of the Communist Party, U. S. A. 
Shortly before he died, he said: 
“ The Communist Party, U. S. A., today is 
potentially, if not actually, stronger than ever 
hi its history, because great socialist coun­ 
tries of the world are marching forward to 
greater and greater victories and the United 
States is bound to reflect the world-wide ad­ 
vance of socialism.” 
More recently, Benjamin J# Davis, National 
Chairman of the Communist Party, U. S. A., 


said, “ The Communist Party in America is 
potentially the largest of all political parties.” 
At the Soviet Communist Party Congress two 
years ago, Nikita Khrushchev gave his own 
estimate 
of 
communist efforts in the United 
States. In order that no one could possibly m is­ 
understand how he regarded the Community 
Party, U. S. A., he spelled it out in plain 
term s: 
“ One can say, using the words of the folk 
proverb, Tt’s a small unit of weight, but 
it’s valuable.* ” 
It would be a terrible error to regard such 
statements by communist leaders as mere 
braggadocio -- the 
communists brag when it 
serves their purposes, but they are realistic 
when speaking among themselves. 
These leaders of the conspiracy against free­ 
dom know they will never elect admitted com­ 
munists to public office in the U.S. They con­ 
centrate on agitating and propagandizing, on 
infiltrating legitimate non-communist organiza­ 
tions, and on creating and supporting commu­ 
nist fronts. 
These activities enable U. S. communists to 
make the most of their numerical strength. Thus 
we can get no idea at all of the extent of the dang­ 
er by trying to play the numbers game. In this 
connection, numbers have little meaning. 
Another important fact is that the dedication of 
homegrown communists to the Marxist-Leninist 
ideology makes all of them potential recruits for 
Soviet e^ionage. In other words, every U. S. 
communist is potentially a spy for Soviet Rus­ 
sia, its satellites, or Red China. 
It is well established that a primary concern 
of American communists is the infiltration of 
noncommunist ranks. With infinite subtlety and 
patience they hope to influence American opinion 
to fit a collectivist mold. The process of opinion- 
subversion is developed with such diabolical skill 
that even today a surprising number of victims 
are drawn into the active promotion of causes 
which advance communist aims and ideas. Such 
persons often remain totally ignorant of the 
fact that they are subject to communist ma­ 
nipulation. 
If you begin to feel safe from communism, note 
the drive from Red China against liberty in 
small nations everywhere. Here are communist 
fanatics, who with the help of 700 million slaves, 
intend to conquer you in your lifetime. 
What can you do about it? 
The answer is that if you have the will and the 
knowledge you can do a great deal to help save 
freedom. Why not sit down and draw up your own 
list of “ things to do?” 
One thing you must not do is fall for argu­ 
ments designed to soothe your fears and to delude 
you into thinking there is no real danger. One 
of these arguments is that there can never 
be a communist world conquest because the 
Soviet Union is educating its people, and that 
educated people will not stand for such slav­ 
ery. This deceitful theory would nullify the 
action needed in the world against the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
If we are to save freedom it will be because 
courageous, dedicated men and women use their 
knowledge and their strength against the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
We must constantly speak out for freedom. Only 
through a sincere and heartfelt effort can we 
save freedom. 
Constructives everywhere in 
America must boldly use their freedom to save 
their freedom.

There were more than 41,000 
drivers involved in Missouri's 
rural 
traffic accidents last 
year. 
A summary of driver errors 
involved in accidents of all 
type indicates that 54 per cent 
or 26,845 of the Involved drivers 
were 
committing a driving 
error at the time of the mis­ 
hap. 
Five categories of errors ac­ 
counted for 72 per cent of the 
44,829 errors involved accord­ 
ing to the Missouri State High­ 
way Patrol Safety Division. 
Right of way errors accounted 
for 14 per cent of the errors 
commited in rural accidents. 
Driving at an unsafe speed made 
up 13 per cent. Inattention and 
following too closely each ac­ 
counted for 10 per cent of the 
driver errors, while 25 per cent 
were classified as driving left 
of the center line errors. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 


Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway 
Patrol, 
declared, 
"Despite all the publicity about 
the causes of auto accidents, 
people continue to make the 
same mistake at the wheel. So 
far this year, a new record 
is in the making in the toll of 
deaths and injuries due to traf­ 
fic accidents. 
"The increased use of 
the 
motor 
vehicle is 
causing 
greater traffic congestion on 
the streets and highways than 
ever before. Increased conges­ 
tion means there is a great 
deal more chance for drivers 
to become Involved in traffic 
accidents when they make driv­ 
ing errors. 
"In order to reduce traffic 
accidents, drivers must do a 
better job of driving than they 
did ten years ago, a year ago 
or yesterday. Each driver must 
accept his responsibility and 
make an effort to improve each 
day," Colonel Waggoner con­ 
cluded.

The bill was received the im­ 
prim atur of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, gaining, 
in the process, a rider that 
would cut the duty-free alcohol 
allowance from one gallon to 
one quart. Tourist agencies are 
up in arm s over this, claiming 
it is the work of opportunistic 
liquor lobbyists and predicting 
dire consequences to interna­ 
tional economics. 
All in all, the attempt to im­ 
pose a new type of Isolationism 
on Americans, even if it only 
affects about one out of a hun­ 
dred of us, is adding up to one 
of the less glorious projects of 
Great Society.

WASHINGTON — Most Im­ 
portant question in the back­ 
ground of the White House hud­ 
dles over Viet Nam is whether 
we will — or should — get in­ 
to war with Red China. One 
group definitely fevors war. 
Some time ago, certain top 
Air Force commanders pre­ 
sented the White House with the 
- view that there must be an event­ 
ual showdown with Red China, 
and it should be strategical­ 
ly easier for such a showdown 
to come now rather than later. 
They proposed wiping out 
Chinese 
nuclear bases and 
laboratories this year, before 
China can become a major nu­ 
clear power. 
There was some reason to 
believe that when Khrushchev 
was in power he would not have 
objected. Today the situation 
has changed. The Kremlin has 
warned us that an attack on 
China would buy instant Rus­ 
sian retaliation. 
Despite this, many Penta­ 
gon strategists still argue that 
the time for a showdown with 
Red China is now. 
The President so far is tak­ 
ing the opposite view. He has 
made it clear that he is against 
the use of nuclear weapons, that 
he is flatly opposed to escalat­ 
ing the war. 
In one session, he pointed out 
that if we followed the recom­ 
mendation of Rep. Jerry Ford, 
R-Mich., and bombed Hanoi, 
the Chinese would retaliate 
either by sending in massed 
troops or bombing Saigon. We 
would then be called upon to re­ 
taliate against Peking and world 
war would follow. 
The President devoutly de­ 
sired to avoid world war. He is 
proceeding with extreme cau­ 
tion. He does want to stop the 
march of Communism in South­ 
east Asia, but believes this can 
be done with a limited war. 
—ALLIES WORRY— 
There is always the risk, how­ 
ever, that this limited war will 
slide into a major conflict, and 
this is why our allies have 
been so worried. 
Japanese leaders have been 
among the most persistent in 
urging the United 8tates to 
change its policy in South Viet 
Nam. 
hi various conversations in 
Tokyo and Washington, Japan­ 
ese Cabinet members have 
frankly advised: 
Remember the experience we 


had on the mainland of China. 
The more we fought, the more 
we lost. You can’t win one of 
these wars. After we got out 
we were much better off, and 
you will be likewise. 
17ie Japanese advice has been 
similar to that expressed dur­ 
ing the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion by Gen. Matt Ridgway,then 
Chief of Staff of the Army, who 
flatly opposed sending Ameri­ 
can toops into what was then 
French Indochina. Eisenhower 
was also skeptical. It was Ad­ 
miral Arthur Radford, Chief 
of Naval Operations, who per­ 
sistently urged American in­ 
volvement. He was vigorously 
supported by Vice President 
Nixon. 
Eisenhower once told me: 
"Pm not going to let Ameri­ 
can boys get bogged down in the 
swampland of the Asian conti­ 
nent.” For the most part he 
followed that dictum, though 
two thousand American ad­ 
visers were sent to Saigon dur­ 
ing his administration. 
b the Johnson Administra­ 
tion the Navy has been lukewarm 
about getting involved, the Air 
Force more aggressive. It was 
eager-beaver Air Force gener­ 
als who helped sell Johnson 
and McNamara on the idea of 
winning the war quickly by 
bombing North Viet Nam. 
Note— Many Democrats on 
Capitol Hill do not agree with 
our massive, commitment in 
Southeast Asia, but they are 
loyal to the President. Hint 
of this came out in the recent 
statement by Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., urging that the 
Russians or the British 
or 
any member of the Geneva 
Treaty Conference (which split 
up North and South Viet Nam 
in the first place) take the 
initiative in asking for peace 
talks.

Here is some of the dis­ 
tressing 
news from Saigon 
which has caused the series of 
White House huddles over fu­ 
ture policy: 
1. The South Vietnamese army 
is suffering from such whole­ 
sale desertions that it's risky to 
arm it. The arms go over to the 
Viet Cong. 
2. The Saigon government, al­ 
ways 
corrupt, always inef­ 
fective, might just as well be 
scrapped. 
3. American popularity, once 


reasonably 
high, has nose­ 
dived. ft's now on a par with 
the anti-French feeling during 
the long civil war in French In­ 
dochina. 
4. Sixty per cent of South Viet 
Nam is now in the hands of 
the Viet Cong, with many vil­ 
lages still supposedly loyal to 
the government, probably ac­ 
tually disloyal. 
5. The policy of bombingNorth 
Viet Nam has been a complete 
failure. Military supplies have 
continued to come down from 
the North. Meanwhile the bomb­ 
ing has antagonized Asian neu­ 
trals, 
alienated 
our 
chief 
Asian ally, Japan, and driven 
Russia back toward the arms of 
Red China. 
The above facts show the con­ 
trast between war in Viet Nam 
and war in Korea, hi the Ko­ 
rean war the United States was 
supported by a strong patriotic 
civilian population which gave 
full cooperation. We also had 
the advantage of a Korean army, 
much of it well trained and will­ 
ing to fight. There was no prob­ 
lem of an enemy constantly dis­ 
appearing into the jungle.

hi one of the few such cases 
in history, a lawyer has turned 
down appointment to the United 
States Supreme Court. He is 
Abe Fortas, close friend of 
President Johnson, who was of­ 
fered the Supreme Court seat 
made vacant by the appointment 
of Arthur Goldberg to be UJS. 
ambassador to the United Na. 
tions. 
Fortas also has the unique 
distinction of having turned 
down an offer of a place in the 
Johnson Cabinet.

Without question education is a national as 
well as a local and state problem. 
One reason that this is true is because local 
taxation has been deeply undermined by federal 
inroads on the pocketbooks of the residents of 
every 
community in the country and every 
state. 
Big government is steadily pre-em pting purely 
local functions and the trend has been accelerated 
by the administration of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the most effective chief executive with 
Congress in the nation’s history. 
Without 
question the White House Conference 
of Education has produced a valuable exchange 
of information about schools and developed many 
ways in which they can be improved. Educa­ 
tion’s task was never bigger. 
But there is something awesome about this 
y ear’s session. 
Delegates from all the states thought of all 
that was needed and all that might be done. The 
list is imposing if it isn’t staggering. 
The next conclusion was a perfectly natural 
one. Since the meeting was in the nation’s 
capital the delegates concluded that the federal 
government must continue to expand 
its ef­ 
forts to help. 
This is a frightening prospect. One whiff of 
that Potomac air and exposure to the heady 
high humidity of Foggy Bottoms and people 
suddenly lose their independence while they 
dream of more federal aid. 
We would have been happier to read about 
local people meeting in their school buildings 
or perhaps in their city halls to discuss their 
local needs. 
Without question they would have had in their 
minds what might be accomplished with avail­ 
able local funds. Admittedly this is a limiting 
factor. 
But in Washington, D. C„ the sky is the limit. 
Not even the available financial resources of 
a state comes to mind in a headstrong urge to 
spend. 
What improvements can be dreamed for schools 
with the thought that Maine, Michigan, Califor­ 
nia, Alaska and Hawaii will help pay for them! 
All the while people grow more dependent 
on the federal government. More and more the 
decisions on schools and everything else will 
be made in Washington, D. C., by a bureaucrat 
who is completely unfamiliar with local needs, 
tastes, traditions and requirements. 
There is no magic in federal money either. 
All funds come from the pocketbooks of the 
nations taxpayers. There is no other source. 
* * * 
SOVIET GOAL 
END FREEDOM, REPLACE 
WITH RED TYRANNY 
The ultimate goal of the international com­ 
munist conspiracy does not change: The con­ 
spirators are dedicated to ending freedom and 
replacing it with tyranny. 
This is a strong reason why anti-communism 
must not be regarded as a monopoly either of 
liberals or conservatives. To reason so is to be 
divisive. Communism is non-liberal to the 
greatest extent imaginable because it seeks to 
destroy liberty. It is as equally non-conserva­ 
tive because it seeks to destroy all those 
values worthy of being conserved. 
What constructive Americans must remember 
is that the persistent drive against anti-com­ 
munism is sponsored all over the world by 
Soviet Russia and its agents. 
Evidence of the Kremlin’s concern was placed 
before the world by representatives of 51 com­ 
munist parties in 1960. These conspirators 
huddled together for a month, then issued a mani­ 
festo which described the anti-communist move­ 
ment as the main ideological weapon of the non­ 
communist world. This manifesto called on com­ 
munists everywhere to join in exposing and fight­ 
ing anti-communism. 
A few days later, on January 6, 1961, Soviet 
Boss Khrushchev summoned top experts in 
psychological warfare, and ordered the an­ 
nihilation of the anti-communist movement. He 
emphasized the “necessity of establishing con­ 
tracts with those circles of the bourgeoisie 
which gravitate toward pacificism.” His most 
revealing words were: “We must use prudent 
representatives of the bourgeoisie.” 
It cannot be denied that the communist con­ 
spirators have made considerable progress in 
pinning the “extremist” label on anti-commu­ 
nists. This underscores the importance of 
vigilance which is so necessary to the safe­ 
guarding of our threatened liberties. 
. The communist conspiracy has its adherents 
in our own country, and they expect to win. 
William Z. Foster, a native American who 
died in Moscow not long ago, was an expert 
on the aims of communism in the United States. 
He was for many years the head of the Ameri­ 
can division of the Communist Party, and at 
the time of his death he held the title of Chair­ 
man Emeritus of the Communist Party, U. S. A. 
Shortly before he died, he said: 
“ The Communist Party, U. S. A., today is 
potentially, if not actually, stronger than ever 
in its history, because great socialist coun­ 
tries of the world are marching forward to 
greater and greater victories and the United 
States is bound to reflect the world-wide ad­ 
vance of socialism.” 
More recently, Benjamin J. Davis, National 
Chairman of the Communist Party, U. S. A., 


• 
said, “ The Communist Party in America is 
potentially the largest of all political p arties.” 
At the Soviet Communist Party Congress two 
years ago, Nikita Khrushchev gave his own 
estim ate 
of 
communist efforts in the United 
States. In order that no one could possibly m is- 
' understand how he regarded the Community 
Party, U. 
S. A., he spelled it out in plain 
term s: 
“ One can say, using the words of the folk 
proverb, 
‘It’s a small unit of weight, but 
it’s valuable.’ ” 
It would be a terrible erro r to regard such 
statem ents by communist leaders as m ere 
braggadocio -- the 
communists brag when it 
serves their purposes, but they are realistic 
when speaking among them selves. 
These leaders of the conspiracy against free­ 
dom know they will never elect admitted com­ 
munists to public office in the U.S. They con­ 
centrate on agitating and propagandizing, on 
infiltrating legitimate non-communist organiza­ 
tions, and on creating and supporting commu­ 
nist fronts. 
These activities enable U. S. communists to 
make the most of their num erical strength. Thus 
we can get no idea at all of the extent of the dang­ 
er by trying to play the numbers game. In this 
connection, numbers have little meaning. 
Another important fact is that the dedication of 
homegrown communists to the M arxist-Leninist 
ideology makes all of them potential recruits for 
Soviet e-^ionage. In other words, every U. S, 
communist is potentially a spy for Soviet Rus­ 
sia, its satellites, or Red China. 
It is well established that a prim ary concern 
of American communists is the infiltration of 
noncommunist ranks. With infinite subtlety and 
patience they hope to influence American opinion 
to fit a collectivist mold. The process of opinion- 
subversion is developed with such diabolical skill 
that even today a surprising number of victims 
are drawn into the active promotion of causes 
which advance communist aims and ideas. Such 
persons often rem ain totally ignorant of the 
fact that they are subject to communist ma­ 
nipulation. 
If you begin to feel safe from communism, note 
the drive from Red China against liberty in 
sm all nations everywhere. Here are communist 
fanatics, who with the help of 700 million slaves, 
intend to conquer you in your lifetim e. 
What can you do about it? 
The answer is that if you have the will and the 
knowledge you can do a great deal to help save 
freedom. Why not sit down and draw up your own 
list of “ things to do?” 
One thing you must not do is fall for argu­ 
ments designed to soothe your fears and to delude 
you into thinking there is no real danger. One 
of these argum ents is that there can never 
be a communist world conquest because the 
Soviet Union is educating its people, and that 
educated people will not stand for such slav­ 
ery. This deceitful theory would nullify the 
action needed in the world against 
the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
If we are to save freedom it will be because 
courageous, dedicated men and women use their 
knowledge and their strength against the com­ 
munist conspiracy. 
We must constantly speak out for freedom. Only 
through a sincere and heartfelt effort can we 
save freedom. 
Constructives everywhere in 
Am erica m ust boldly use their freedom to save 
their freedom .

There were more than 41,000 
drivers involved in Missouri's 
rural 
traffic accidents last 
year. 
A summary of driver errors 
involved in accidents of all 
type indicates that 54 per cent 
or 26,845 of the involved drivers 
were 
committing a driving 
error at the time of the mis­ 
hap. 
Five categories of errors ac­ 
counted for 72 per cent of the 
44,829 errors involved accord­ 
ing to the Missouri State High­ 
way Patrol Safety Division. 
Right of way errors accounted 
for 14 per cent of the errors 
commlted in rural accidents. 
Driving at an unsafe speed made 
up 13 per cent. Inattention and 
following too closely each ac­ 
counted for IO per cent of the 
driver errors, while 25 per cent 
were classified as driving left 
of the center line errors. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 


Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway 
Patrol, 
declared, 
"Despite all the publicity about 
the causes of auto accidents, 
people continue to make the 
same mistake at the wheel. So 
far this year, a new record 
is in the making in the toll of 
deaths and injuries due to traf­ 
fic accidents. 
"The increased use of 
the 
motor 
vehicle is 
causing 
greater traffic congestion on 
the streets and highways than 
ever before. Increased conges­ 
tion means there is a great 
deal more chance for drivers 
to become involved in traffic 
accidents when they make driv­ 
ing errors. 
"In order to reduce traffic 
accidents, drivers must do a 
better job of driving than they 
did ten years ago, a year ago 
or yesterday. Each driver must 
accept his responsibility and 
make an effort to improve each 
day," Colonel Waggoner con­ 
cluded.

Americans going overseas, the 
administration charged a few 
months ago when it first began 
making noises about penalizing 
tourism, were responsible for 
$1.6 billion of the balance of 
payments deficit last year. 
To judge by steamship and

dreds of thousands of Ameri­ 
cans intend to make 1965 their 
see-the-world year. 
New passport issuances are 
running well ahead of 1964, and 
it is estimated that overseas 
tourism will increase by as 
much as 20 per cent this year— 
all of this despite, or perhaps 
in an attempt to beat, an ad­ 
ministration bill that would re- 
duce each tourist's duty-free 
exemption on the souvenirs and 
gifts he brings home from the 
present $100 wholesale value to 
$50 retail value. 
The bill was received the im­ 
primatur of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, gaining, 
in the process, a rider that 
would cut the duty-free alcohol 
allowance from one gallon to 
one quart. Tourist agencies are 
up in arms over this, claiming 
it is the work of opportunistic 
liquor lobbyists and predicting 
dire consequences to interna­ 
tional economics. 
All in all, the attempt to im­ 
pose a new type of isolationism 
on Americans, even if it only 
affects about one out of a hun­ 
dred of us, is adding up to one 
of the less glorious projects of 
Great Society.

WASHINGTON — Most im­ 
portant question in the back­ 
ground of the White House hud­ 
dles over Viet Nam is whether 
we will — or should — get in­ 
to war with Red China. One 
group definitely tevors war. 
Some time ago, certain top 
Air Force commanders pre­ 
sented the White House with the 
- view that there must be an event­ 
ual showdown with Red China, 
and it should be strategical­ 
ly easier for such a showdown 
to come now rather than later. 
They proposed wiping out 
Chinese 
nuclear bases and 
laboratories this year, before 
China can become a major nu­ 
clear power. 
There was some reason to 
believe that when Khrushchev 
was in power he would not have 
objected. Today the situation 
has changed. The Kremlin has 
warned us that an attack on 
China would buy instant Rus­ 
sian retaliation. 
Despite this, many Penta­ 
gon strategists still argue that 
the time for a showdown with 
Red China is now. 
The President so ter is tak­ 
ing the opposite view. He has 
made it clear that he is against 
the use of nuclear weapons, that 
he is flatly opposed to escalat­ 
ing the war. 
In one session, he pointed out 
that if we followed the recom­ 
mendation of Rep. Jerry Ford, 
R-Mlch., and bombed Hanoi, 
the Chinese would retaliate 
either by sending in massed 
troops or bombing Saigon. We 
would then be called upon to re­ 
taliate against Peking and world 
war would follow. 
The President devoutly de­ 
sired to avoid world war. He is 
proceeding with extreme cau­ 
tion. He does want to stop the 
march of Communism in South­ 
east Asia, but believes this can 
be done with a limited war. 
—ALLIES WORRY— 
There is always the risk, how­ 
ever, that this limited war will 
slide into a major conflict, and 
this is why our allies have 
been so worried. 
Japanese leaders have been 
among the most persistent in 
urging the United States to 
change its policy in South Viet 
Nam. 
In various conversations in 
Tokyo and Washington, Japan­ 
ese Cabinet 
members have 
frankly advised: 
Remember the experience we 


had on the mainland of China. 
The more we fought, the more 
we lost. You can't win one of 
these wars. After we got out 
we were much better off, and 
you will be likewise. 
The Japanese advice has been 
similar to that expressed dur­ 
ing the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion by Gen. Matt Ridgway, then 
Chief of Staff of the Army, who 
flatly opposed sending Ameri­ 
can toops into what was then 
French Indochina. Elsenhower 
was also skeptical. It was Ad­ 
miral Arthur Radford, Chief 
of Naval Operations, who per­ 
sistently urged American in­ 
volvement. He was vigorously 
supported by Vice President 
Nixon. 
Eisenhower once told me: 
"Pm not going to let Ameri­ 
can boys get bogged down in the 
swampland of the Asian conti­ 
nent." For the most part he 
followed that dictum, though 
two thousand American ad­ 
visers were sent to Saigon dur­ 
ing his administration. 
hi the Johnson Administra­ 
tion the Navy has been lukewarm 
about getting involved, the Air 
Force more aggressive. It was 
eager-beaver Air Force gener­ 
als who helped sell Johnson 
and McNamara on the idea of 
winning the war quickly by 
bombing North Viet Nam. 
Note— Many Democrats on 
Capitol Hill do not agree with 
our massive commitment in 
Southeast Asia, but they are 
loyal to the President. Hint 
of this came out in the recent 
statement by Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field, D-Mont., urging that the 
Russians or the British 
or 
any 
member of the Geneva 
Treaty Conference (which split 
up North and South Viet Nam 
in the first place) take the 
initiative in asking for peace 
talks.

FROM SAIGON — 
Here is some of the dis­ 
tressing 
news from Saigon 
which has caused the series of 
White House huddles over fu­ 
ture policy: 
1. Tile South Vietnamese army 
is suffering from such whole­ 
sale desertions that It's risky to 
arm it. The arms go over to the 
Viet Cong. 
2. The Saigon government,al­ 
ways 
corrupt, always 
inef­ 
fective, might just as well be 
scrapped. 
3. American popularity, once 


reasonably 
high, has nose­ 
dived. It's now on a par with 
the anti-French feeling during 
the long civil war in French In­ 
dochina. 
4. Sixty per cent of South Viet 
Nam is now in the hands of 
the Viet Cong, with many vil­ 
lages still supposedly loyal to 
the government, probably ac­ 
tually disloyal.

Foreign Trade 
Revised

NEW YORK — U£. busi­ 
nessmen who deal in goods and 
dollars with other nations are 
sharply revising their predic­ 
tions on how this country will 
fare this year. 
One group has lowered its 
ealier estimates of the total of 
UJS. exports while increasing 
its prediction for imports. 
At the same time it has dras­ 
tically cut its earlier predic­ 
tions of the U £. balance of pay­ 
ments deficit, because of the 
greater 
than expected drop 
in the outflow of American pri­ 
vate capital. 
Other observers of interna­ 
tional trade trends think Ameri­ 
ca's export markets may shrink 
still further next year. 
Some blame a slowdown in 
demand in West Europe, as its 
big boom levels off and mone­ 
tary restrictions tighten in its 
fight against Inflation. Others 
see a cramping of available 
funds in other parts of the world 
where prices of the raw materi­ 
als for sale are dropping. And 
still others think that UJS. ex­ 
port prices will rise because of 
increasing production costs, so 
that Americans may be priced 
out of some markets. 
All bets are hedged, however, 
against what could happen to 
international trade and domes­ 
tic economics if the Viet Nam 
war grows into a bigger con­ 
flict. 
Some 40 financial specialists 
of UJS. corporations and banks 
engaged in international trans­ 
actions reported today a sharp 
revision of the estimates they 
prepared in January for the Na­ 
tional Foreign Trade Council. 
They anticipated then that the 
outflow of American dollars this 
year would top the return flow 
by $2 billion.

The United States repeatedly 
has called upon the North Viet­ 
namese Communists to negoti­ 
ate a settlement. The Reds have 
ignored the proposals. 
Under the present American 
policy of much less than all-out, 
the war could go on for years, 
or so it seems. 
The Democratic leader in the 
Senate, Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, has talked in terms of 
a war lasting 5 or 10years. 
It's doubtful Johnson wants 
that or that the country would 
sit still for it. 
If this past week seemed dull, 
it has been an illusion. It has 
been an intensely busy week, 
but behind the closed doors of 
the White House. 
Johnson and Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. McNamara and 
a host of presidential advisers 
have been meeting in long ses­ 
sions since McNamara returned 
last week from a five-day look- 
see in Viet Nam. 


McNamara, upon his return, 
said the war, from the Ameri­ 
can viewpoint, has deteriorated. 
He said the “over-all situation 
continues to be serious. The 
size of the Viet Cong forces 
has increased and the size of 
attacks has expanded." 
in short, the American efforts 
haven't been enough and the 
Viet Cong are rampaging, gob­ 
bling up more and more of 
South Viet Nam. 
So, McNamara said, many 
more American 
troops 
are 
needed. 
The United States has been 
involved in Viet Nam, in one 
way or another, for at least 15 
years, on a slowly ascending 
scale. 
First, the United States gave 
the French arms and economic 
aid to help crush the North Vi­ 
etnamese Communists. 
This 
failed and the French got out. 
Then there was economic and 
arms aid to the new South Viet­ 
namese government. 
And, in its first faltering steps 
toward direct involvement, this 
country sent military "advis­ 
ers" to help the South Vietnam­ 
ese. U. S. "advisers" 
were 
killed and wounded in battle. 
Presidents Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower, John F. Kennedy and 
Johnson all pledged American 
help to keep South Viet Nam 
free of Red control. 
Gradually, 
the "advisers” 
were heard of less and less as 
American troops moved in and ' 
became open participants with­ 
out any such tag. 
Since last February American 
planes have bombed North Viet 
Nam targets. The result has 
always been the same. 
There is no sign the North 
Vietnamese had any thought of 
talking peace while the guerril- 
lass progress slowly, unim­

undeterred by 
American might, at least by as 
much of it as they have seen so 
far. 
Now ifs up to Johnson. 
Does the United States rock 
along like this or does it make 
the much bigger effort it has to 
make if it hopes to stop or crush 
the Reds?

Under the present American 
policy of much less than all-out, 
the war could go on for years, 
or so it seem s. 
The Democratic leader in the 
Senate, Sen. Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, has talked In term s of 
a war lasting 5 orlO years. 
It's doubtful Johnson wants 
that or that the country would 
sit still for it. 
lf this past week seemed dull, 
it has been an illusion. It has 
been an intensely busy week, 
but behind the closed doors of 
the White House.
